Reports On Conference With Brown

Mrs. Eva Bisou, Vice- 
Chairman of the Traffic 
Safety Council reported on 
her trip to the Governor's 
Traffic Safety Conference at 
the council's regular month­ 
ly meeting held last Monday. 
Governor Brown indicated 
that the year 1962 claimed 
4,121 lives and injured 184,- 
676 persons at a cost of 6 
million dollars. In 1963, he 
indicated that there will be 
17 million cars in the state 
of California and unless fur­ 
ther efforts are expended to­ 
wards safer defensive driv­ 
ing, an estimated 10,000 will 
lose their lives and 400,000 
will be injured. Governor 
Brown urged that the De­ 
partment of Motor Vehicles 
speed up dealing with 
negligent drivers, speed up 
the installation of median 
barriers on freeways warn­ 
ing motorists of perilous 
 tretches. increase efforts to 
cut the drunk driving men­ 
ace, and recruit more high- 
wny patrolmen.

Mrs. Bisou's general obser­ 
vations were that compared

to the majority of cities in 
this state, the city of Tor­ 
rance is making groat strides 
in directing efforts towards 
traffic safety, due to the ef­ 
forts of the Traffic Engineer 
of the city of Torrance, Jim 
Whitmer, the Police Depart­ 
ment, and the Traffic Safety 
Council.
